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such weakness will be, it is to be 
feared, far-reaching ; for a dan- 
gerous precedent has béen set, 
which can hardly be confined to 
railway construction. Privileges 
accorded-to Chékiang and Kiangsu 
-are tiot likely to be forgone by 
other provinces, and the good work 
of arresting the spread of admin- 
istrative anarchy will have received 
‘a serious set-back. The incident 
serves to illustrate the chaos that 
exists in Peking, in spite of the 
work of reformers; for while 
placing on record the authority of 
the Ministry of Posts and Com- 
munications over all railways in 
the Empire, the Memorialists not 
only renounce that authority, but 
secure Imperial sanction for a 
policy that completely reverses the 
lines on which it had heen agreed 
that railway extension in China 
should be carried out. It is a 
point to be borne in mind by the 
rising generation, to whom the 
world looks to impart new strength 
and new wisdom into .China’s ad~ 
ministration. Their despair of re- 
forming the effete régime in 
Peking meets with sympathy ; but 
it should not lead them to accen- 
tuate the separatist tendencies of 
the provincial administrations and 
thus to husten the ultimate undoing 
of the Empire, instead of helping 
it to tide over the time until new 
blood can effect its salvation.

Is spite of the strenuous cam- 
paign conducted in favour of 
Governor Johnson of Minnesota, 
the nomination of Mr. W. J. Bryan 
will cause no surprise. So fm 
back as the middle of May it was 
calculated that 627 delegates had 
been instructed to support him, or 
only forty-one less than the total 
namber required to nominate in 
the Convention. There is no need 
to lay stress on the accusation that 
Mr. Bryan had the whole of the 
arty machinery under his thumb, 
and that Democratic malcontents 
have been silenced by the better 
topes which his candidature af- 
forded them of the eventual spoils 
of victory. Similar ‘uccusutions 
have been levelled at President 
Roosevelt in his advocacy of Mr. 
Taft, and the two charges fairly 
balance each other. Of Mr. Bryan's 
political honour and personal sin- 
cerity, notwithstanding the vague 
suspicions which inevitably attach 
to a brilliant phraso-maker, there 
has never been a donbt since he 
abandoned a good practice at the 
American bar for public life, and 
was returned to Congress for Ne- 
braska eighteen years ugo. He 
found himself in collision with 
President Cleveland on the ques- 
tion of free silver—the question 
which drew from Mr. Bryan his 
most famous phruse : * You shall 
not crucify mankind on a cross of 
gold.” Bimetallisin split the Dem- 
ocratic party in the Presidential 
elections of 1896 and 1900 ; and 
its omission from Mr. Bryan’s new 
platform is signiticant of u marked 
change in tactics, There is a 
natural feeling among many Dem- 
ocrats that their chances of a 
return to power would be enhanced 
by the choice of a new candidate 
who was not handicapped by the 
burden of a double defeat. But: 
with the rank and file of the 
party the name of Bryan is still 

amount. Even from defeat he 

been able to snatch new power 
in the past, and his energy, ability 
and electioneering skill have placed 
his leadership of the party beyond 
serions danger of competition. 

More than all else in Mr. 
Bryan's favour, there would appear 
to be a strong conviction among 
the majority of Democrats that 
radical reform contains their one 
real chance of success in the forth- 
coming struggle. They assert that 
the late Vongress— the do-nothing

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France. The intervening years 
have dealt severe blows to that 
principle. Twice the Republic has 
been altogether overthrown ; twice 
it has been necessary to take: 
extraordinary measures for its 
preservation. Less than ten years 
ago many serions politicians ‘were 
asking themselves whether the 
trend of events, shaken ont of all 
semblance of their Paha order 
by the passions of the Dreyfus 
Attsir, wore not, shaping towards 
the experiment of a Third Empire. 
Republics, which might be said to 
be born again with every general 
election, are obviously exposed to 
dangers from which a monarchy is 
protected by sontiment and the 
tradition of continuity. But while 
it would be an impertinence for 
any outsider to suggest that 
republicanism is necessarily the 
best form of constitution for France, 
it is permissible to think that no 
people are bettor endowed by nature 
than the French to make repub- 
licanism a success. It is useless 
to deny that certain forces are now 
working in France, as indeed in 
other countries, from which her 
best friends would gladly see her 
delivered. The perils of a dictator- 
ship would appear to have been 
finally overcome; but it still 
remains for her to withstand the 
sidious dangers of Socialism 
appeals to the greed of the 
professional politician. Happily 
the first round of the contest has 
resulted in a discomfiture of the 
enemy against whom the patriotism 
and strong common sense of the 
nation equally revolted. So long 
as those two qualities survive, the 
best traditions of Republicanism in 
France should be secure. 

So far as foreign relations are 
concerned the position of France has 
seldom been more generally satisfac- 
tory. In two directions, unhappily, 
her rulers have a certain cause for 
uneasiness, but at neither point is 
there any valid reason why the 
danger need become more than 
focal. ‘The condition of Indo-China, 
it must be confessed, is far from 
reassuring, and for the particular 
reason that the origins of unrest 
are largely obscure. For some 
time it been felt that the free 
admission of Anamites and Ton- 
kingeso to the bureaucratic system 
of the two colonies, particularly 
in municipal matters, bad been 
permitted too soon for the getieral 
tranquillity. Repeated and urgent 
suggestions have been made that 
Frenchmen should be substituted 
for native officials, in order to put 
an end to the constant jealonsies 
tending to arise between the latter 
and the ordinary populace. In the 
face of these suggestions, no less 




















than for reason of the unsettling 
effect upon all Asiatic peoples of 
the Japanese victories over the 
Russians, the French Budget 
Committee did not, perhaps, take 
the wisest course in proposing, at 
the beginning of the present year, 
to reduce the European garrisons 
of Indo-China as an offset to the 
cost of the Morocco campaign. It 
is possible that the recent insur- 
rections in Yunnan have produced 
some reaction across the very 
vague border line in Tonking, and 
thence into Anam, both ibes 
being in full sympathy on any 
subject affecting cither of them : 
and the possible joint Franco- 
Chinese Commission which may have 
to investigate the question of the 
frontier attacks on French troops 
should have a considerable effect 
in restoring order in the dis- 
trict. Unfortunately disaffection 
has spread among the native troops 
of Tonking ; and there appear to 
be grounds for thinking that. 
greater care might be exercised in 
the choice and training of officers, 
and particularly non-commissioned 
officers, for colonial service. For 
the moment at least it is clearly 
impossible to effect any reduction 
of Indo-China garrisons. 

The question of Morocco has 
been dealt with so recently in these 
columns that on the present oc- 
casion a brief reference may suffice. 
Sultan Abdul Aziz, possibly in 
despair of any material assistance 
from without, has set out from 
Rabat at the head of 6,000 men to 
attempt the capture of Marrakesh. 
Sultan Mulai Hafid has made 
other appeal to Berlin for recogni- 
tion as the lawful sovereign, on the 
plea that all Morocco is supporting 
him, Meanwhile there is a grow- 
ing discontent in France at the 
costliness of the campaign, which 
has found expression in a definite 
proposal that no further supplemen- 
tary credits shall be voted for 
the remainder of the present year. 
From the business point of view it 
is difficult to see what purpose can 
be served by a continuance of the 
campaign. Unfortunately France 
has accepted certain responsibilities 
towards, Morocco and those, in all 
honour she cannot as yet repudiate. 
The one satisfactory consideration 
is that from an international point 
of view she is not likely to meet 
with obstacles in any proper course 
she may find it necessary to pursue. 
No happier reflexion than this may 
be found in the thoughts of the 
French people to-day. It is true 
that, on two distant frontiers, the 
nation is suffering the momentary 
embarrassment of awkward and 
wasting ‘conflict. Such trials are 
inevitable in the advancement of 
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greal powers and, 
though certainly distressing, are 
not to be estimated above their 
proper value. Elsewhere abroad 
the Fourteenth of July, 1908, has 
nothing to show for France 
but “friendly relations and 
muterial prosperity. Particularly 
in the case of the Anglo-French 
entente, with its unspoken but un- 
doubted influence upon the subse. 
quent hement between Great 
Britain and Russia, her ralers and 
people may feel that, in secking 
their own peace, they have combined 
with others to give a pledge for the 
peace of Europe. 


THE 
NEW JAPANESE 


CABINET. 


July 15, 

Lire time has been lost in the 
formation of the new Japanese 
Cabinet, and a telegram in this 
issue from our Tokio Correspondent 
mentions the names of the more 
important holders of portfolios 
under Marquis Katsura, It is 
essentially a non-party Ministry, 
forming ‘a significant commentary 











upon Ma Saionji’s proud 
boast that henceforth the govem- 
ment of the country to be 
conducted on a party basis. It is 


true that the late Cabinet showed 
no marked party characteristics in 
its original composition, as only 
three members of the Seiyukai 
found places in it; but the 
tendency to identify itself with 
the one party had grown and the 
late Premier’s utterance merely 
recorded an accepted fact. By 
tradition Marquis Katsura belongs 
to the neon-perty school of Japanese 
politicians, and in the selection of 
Count Komura, the _ present 
Ambassador in London, as his 
Foreign Minister and of Baron 
Goto as Minister of Communications 
he has emphasized his determination 
to strike out a line, if necessary, 
inet from parliamentar} 

To leave no doubt on the 
subject, he has intimated in 
outlining his programme that he 
takes his stand on a national basis, 
although he will not ignore political 
parties. The decision will be a 
set-back to the developn:ent of 
constitutional government in Japan, 
although it cannot be asserted that 
in the special circumstances such a 
form of parliamentary dictatorship, 
if carried out on sound lines, may 
not be peculiarly suited to the 
needs of the country. Marquis 
Katsura has shown himself to be a 
man of character and influence, 
and his tenure of office at this 
juncture may prevent the Elder 
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Statesmen, if they entertain any 
such desire, from following up the 
discomfiture of Marquis Saionji by 
farther assaults on the principles of 
parliamentary government. 

Of the inner history of that 

* discomfitare the Japanese public 

seems to be in as complete 
ignorance even after the event as 
it was before Marquis Saionji's 
resignation. So far the only story 
that has been made current was 
given to a meeting of the Seiyukai 
on July 5 by the Chief Secretary 
of the Party, who stated that with 
the other officials of the Seiyukai 
he had been summoned to Marquis 
Saionji’s residence to be informed 
that the Cabinet was about to 
resign. In explaining the “reasons” 
for this step, continued the Chief 
Secretary, the Premier dwelt on 
the strength of the Government's 
position, As successor to the 
Katsura Cabinet of 1901-1905 
his Ministry had carried on the 
post bellum’ arrangements in the 
face of a number of difficulties ; 
the details of next year's Budget 
had been agreeg upon ; expenditure 
to the amount of Y40,000,000 bad 
been postponed); the nationalization 
of the railways had been effected ; 
the Exhibition of 1912 had been 
successfully launched; foreign 
relations were smooth and satis- 
factory, although there were still 
some questions pending with Chin 
and finally the Seiyukai were in a 
majority in the Diet. But against 
this glowing picture had to be set 
the fact that Marquis Saionji was 
in poor health, and the Cabinet 
felt obliged to resign. Little 
wonder that the spokesmen of the 
Party expressed themselves as 
dissatisfied with this somewhat 
illogical explanation, The Pre- 
mier’s health could hardly afford 
sufficient reason for the resignation 
of the Cabinet en bloc ; but unless 
official secretiveness is overcome in 
this instance, the real causes of 
Marquis Saionji’s downfall will 
remain a matter of rumour and 
conjecture. As an example of 
the former we have already the 
report that the late Cabinet 
succumbed to the intrigues of its 
opponents, who gained Imperial 
credence for the allegation that 
Ministers favoured a republican 
form of government. 

Whatever may be its underlying 
causes, the recent Cabinet crisis 
together with the formation of the 
new Ministry exemplifies clearly the 
fact that party government is not 
yet an integral part of the Japanese 
constitution. It is an open secret 
that party polities find no favour 
with the circles that are credited 
“with easiest access to the Imperial 
ear, and it will readily be under- 











stood with what alarm Marquis 
Saionji’s attempt to create a 
precedent for a party Cabinet was 
viewed in certain quarters. The 
subject, however, is one in which 
Japan may well be left to work 
out her own salvation. Neither in 
the composition of Marquis 
Katsura’s Ministry nor in the brief 
summary of his programme is there 
any indication of a departure from’ 
the tact and statesmanship that 
enabled him to prolong the life of 
the late Cabinet and to check the: 
enthusiasm and expenditare of the 
military party. As at the time 
of the formation of his first 
Ministry in 1901, financial problems 
loom largest on the horizon, but 
it is of hopeful augury that hi 


is 
appointment has been accompanied 
hy some accession of confidence 
among financial and commercial 


circles, Probably on the attitude 
of the business world will depend 
the measure of support accorded 
to the new Premier in Parliament. 
Politicians will realize that they 
are farther away than ever from 
the day when the will of the 
people shall necessarily dictate 
the policy of the Government, 
and they will be called upon to 
decide whether it is in the interests 
of the country to acquiesce in the 
suppression of their political aspira- 
tions. As Marquis Katsura was 
mainly instramental in bringing 
about the modus vivendi that led to 
the passage through the Diet of 
the Budget, there is no likelihood 
of any immediate change in Japan's 
financial policy. Another feature 
that will be watched with equally 
close interest will be her attitude 
towards China. Little headway 
has been made with any of the 
outstanding questions, and the 
strengthening of the military party 
in the counsels of the Empire may 
tend to accentuate yet more the 
latent friction between the two 
countries. 





- THE 
PAN-ANGLICAN 


CONGRESS. 
July 16 

‘Tne great Pan-Anglican Con- 
gress held in London from June 
15 to June 24 was from many 
points of view a unique assembly. 
To quote the words of the Primate 
in his speech at the first great 
evening meeting at the Albert 
Hall, it was a gathering which in 
its conception and character was 
atsolutely without precedent in 
the history of Christendom. There 
have been congresses on a much 
smaller scale in :connexion with the 
Anglican Church during the last 
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half century, such as, for example, 
the Lambeth Conferences, the fifth 
of which is already in session. 
The Pan-Anglican Conference 
differed from these in that it was 
fully representative of the Church 
abroad and at home. There were 
more lay than clerical delegates 
present, and the women were fally 
equal in number to the men. In 
addition to the representatives 
from the thirty-seven dioceses of 
England and Wales nearly all the 
214 dioceses abroad had their 
delegates, many of whom had 
travelled considerable distances in 
order to be present. Such an as- 
semblage of men and women from 
almost every nation under heaven, 
with their multiplicity of tongues 
and peculiar national characteristics 
and idiosyncracies, yot all animated, 
generally speaking, with one aim 
and desire, must have presented a 
striking object lesson, from many 
points of view, to the multitudes 
who took part in the proceedings. 
It is no exaggeration to assert that 
Christian England probably has 
been stirred as never before by the 
spectacle. 

The scope and comprehensive- 
ness of the work undertaken 
by the Congress is indicated by the 
fact that there were nearly 700 
selected speakers, together with 
about 500 others who were eager 
to take part in the debates. It was 
evident, also, that careful arrange- 
ments had been made that the 
more eminent and able members of 
tho Congress should speak on those 
subjects with which they were 
best acquainted. A glance at the 
list of important questions which 
were discussed shows that the 
object of the gatherings throughout 
was eminently practical. The free 
expression of opinion by men and 
women, whose knowledge and ex- 
perience gave them the right to 
speak, has let in a flood of light 
upon difficult and intricate matters, 
that must frequently have per- 
plexed those who had to deal with 
them. The result will be seen, no 
doubt, in the near future, in the 
increased success and effectiveness 
of many undertakings which have 
for their object the uplifting of 
humanity and the enlightenment 
and civilization of men in all parts 
of the earth. Another satisfactory 
feature to be noted is the fact that 
the attention of the Congress was 
not monopolized by — clerical 
speakers only, for a ju 
blending of clergy and lai 
was observable in almost all the 
deliberations. A careful perusal 
of the addresses and discus- 
sions will afford abundant evidence 
that the Congress never lost sight 
of its main object, as set forth so 
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eloquently by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in his opening address. 
The spirit of buoyant hopefulness, 
combined with the quiet persistence 
of practical business men, which 
pervaded the meetings, not to speak 
of the unbroken harmony that pre- 
vailed, will be pondered over with 
pardonable pride and satisfaction 
not only by those who were privi- 
leged io be present, but by that 
vaster audience of Christians all 
over the world who have followed 
with undiminished interest the pro- 
ceedings of the great Congress. 
The subjects considered by the 
Congress were not suggested by any 
committee formed for that purpose; 
they were chosen by’ the plebisci 
of ‘the dioceses of the Anglican 
Communion, nearly 300 in number. 
‘The trend of thought at the p 
day in the realm of rel 
theology is responsible for the re- 
markable fact that in a programme 
which originated under such 
auspices, social problems should 
hold the first place, problems of 
Thought and Doubt the second and 
questions of mere ecelesiastical order 
and practice the last. A sreneration 
ayo this order would probably have 
heen reversed, One section of the 
Congress discussed the important 
subject of the service of the Charch 
to human society: the problems of. 
marriage, commercial morality, 
sweating, the housing of the people, 
the points of contact hetween capital 
and labour, and the complex. ques- 
tions connected with Socialism were 
all brought under consideration in 
this connexion. Meanwhile, in an- 
other section, a totally different 
series of subjects, such as the 
adjustments between Christian trath 
and other intellectual forces, the 
‘ims of all great religions, modern 
Pantheism and Christian Science, 
were being discussed. Yet another 
section dealt with the troublesome 
problems which have to do with 
the ministry of the Church. The 
work of women in connexion wit 
the Church receiv: 







































that the all-important matter of the 
Church’s mission in Christian and 
non-Chris lands should excite 
the keenest interest on all sides. 
Tonumerable questions must inevit- 
ably arise in the consideration of 
auch a vast and comprehensive sub- 
ject, and it is satisfactory to note 
the thoroughness and ability dis- 
played in the discussion of some of 
these questions. One point which 
differentiates this great Conference 
from many which have preceded it 
was the fact that no questions arising 
out of any of the papers read or 
subjects discussed were put to the 
vote. There was, in fact, no definite 
expression of the balance of opinion 














‘on any one of the vital and funda- 
mental movements now stirring the 
Church. The wisdom of this line 
of procedare will be questioned by 
many who were expecting that a 
Congress of such imposing dimen- 
sions, so completely representative, 
and so qualified to record its world- 
wide experience, would have expres- 
sed itself authoritatively on some of 
the vexed questions with the con- 
sideration of which it occupied 
itself. In the letter from our 
London correspondent published in 
yesterday’s issue and written just 
after the Con; had been brought 
to a close the statement is made 
that it was already apparent that 
the Congress would be a great 
success. “It may, indeed, be 
predicted with confidence,” he says, 
“that it will do more to increase 
the influence of the Church, and to 
impress the Empire with its un- 
approachable power for good than 
any event which has occurred in 
its modern history.” This is, we 
believe, a just view and one that 
will be generally accepted. 


CHILD LABOUR. 
Suly 17, 

We do not believe that there are 
any foreign residents in our midst 
who would dissent, on humani- 
tarian grounds, from the views 
expressed in tbe letters on the 
subject of child labour that have 
recently been published in these 
columns. The care of children of 
both sexes is regarded as one of 
the first duties of every civilized 
race, for it is recognized that upon 
it depends entirely the future of 
the nation. Foreigners in Shang- 
hai have not been slow to recognize 
this, as the number of missionary 
organizations for the care of chi 
dren testifies. Nearly every Chris- 
tian mission directs particular 
attention to the care of the young, 
and undoubtedly the efforts made 
in this direction are having a 
wholesome effect upon the Settle- 
ment. But to enumerate the 
abuses of child labour in our’ midst 
is merely to emphasize the stu- 
pendous difficulties of the problem. 
Foreigners here are not on their 
own soil, and the Municipal Coun- 
cil has only limited legislative 
powers over (‘hinese residents. In 
the last resort (hinese law and 
custom have to be appealed to in 
all questions that affect the domes- 
tie life of the native population. 
Ideas of right and wrong differ 
radically from our own, and un- 
fortunate though it may scem, 
sixty years of intimate relationship 
with Europeans have not resulted 
in the assimilation by the Chinese 
of any Western ideas other than 
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those that are not in conflict with 
ancient prejudice and hoary cas- 
tom. It is not—as one of our 
correspondents suggests—a matter 
of our acquiescing in the Chinese 
tandpoint, but the utter impos- 
sibility of instilling Western ideas 
into Chinese brains that is res- 
ponsible for the abuses that years 
of intercourse have failed to 
abol 

One of the main obstacles to the 
solution of the problem of chili- 
labour is the wider proprietary 
vights—if such a term may be 
used—that Chinese pdrents have 
in their children. Their marriage 
customs, the power a father exer- 
cises over his son until the day of 
his death, the sale of children as 
laves or worse, which still exists 
of Imperial edicts, are all 
cases in point, and they emphasize 
the fact that any attempt to inter- 
fere in matters which the Chinese 
have for centuries regarded as 
‘coming within the scope of paren- 
tal authority would be to strike at 
the fundamendal principle of Chin- 
ese family life. So far as the 
Settlement is conc@rned, all that 
can be done is to prosecute offen- 
ders for specific ucts of cruelty to 
children, and anyone w..o regularly 
peruses the Mixed Court reports 
must he aware that such  prosecu- 
tions are numerous. When a 
suggestion is put forward that 
children of tender years should not 
be permitted to work in factories, 
we at once step on to deli- 
cate round. It is not only in 
the factories of Shanghai ‘that 
children have to work long hours 
under unhealthy conditions. — In 
every native streot in the Settle- 
ment, in every Shanghai industry, 
children are employed, and the 
abolition of factory labour, ob- 
viously, would barely touch the 
fringe of the question. Nor must 
it be forgotten that the employ- 
ment of children in Shanghai 
factories does not rob them of 
their education or recreation, as 
would be the case in a Wes- 
tern town; they would not be 
free to go to school or to play if 
every fuctory door were closed to 
them. Thus, while pity must often 
be excited by the sight of infants 
employed at tasks ill-fitted to their 
tender years, it is really difficult to 
see how effectual intervention can 
take place except in cases of actual 
cruelty ; for while there are certain 
occupations wl no young chil- 
dren should be allowed to follow, 
there are, on the other hand, mat 
small tasks at which they may 
profitably he employed, that free 
them from the temptations of idle- 
ness without overtaxing their

cover of the general confusion eansed 
by the illness of the troops. Bat. the 
greatest secrecy is being observed by 
the Etut-major on all details, presum- 
ably in order to prevent the ansettling 
effect of such news being known—a| 
useless precaution. for the poisoning 
‘of between two and three hundred 
soldiers is not a thing to be concealed. 
The one satisfactory feature of the 
whole story is that the native troops, 
as distinct from what might be called 
eamp-followers, are said to be quite 
undisturbed and to have behaved 
throughoat with perfect correctness, 
For some years the administration of 
Tonking abd Anam seems to bave

AFPTER THE FLOODS, 


The one consolation of the terrible 
floods that have swept over Kuang- 
tung is.the amount of generosity that 
has been shown by all classes of the 
Chinese community. They have 
ranged to hold a bazmr this 
One of the locab steamboat Companies. 
that rans from Hongkong to Canton, 
itself bought some $6,000 worth of rice, 
‘and took it up to Canton in their own 
steamer, and then had it transhipped 
into launches and taken up to the 
Tsingyuen district, which is one of the 
parts that has suffered most from the 
incursions of the floods through the 
broken embankments. What sums 
will have been subscribed by the charit- 
able will, perhaps, never be known. 
On the other hand, it is certain that 
very Inrge sams have been given and 
huge quantities of food have been taken 
up into the famine stricken districts, 
Bags have also been sent up in large 
numbers which are to be filled with 
sand and mnd, s0 ax to form the basis of 
the repairs of the breaches, that allowed 
the water to do so mach harm. Large 
sams mnst be spent in repairing the 
dykes, and the Viceroy has telegraphed 
to Peking, and asked the Central Govern- 
ment to make a grant towards this most. 
necessary work. is is done any 
heavy rain may bring up another flood. 


THE DEFEATED MAGISTRATR. 


The robbers in the Yanping district 
have been specially vigilant Intely, and 
ve caused much distress and fear 
nong the popniace. In many cases 
they have carried off wealthy citizens, 
ind hold them in bond, until a ransom 
paid. Things became so had that 
they could no longer he endured. So 
the district Magistrate determined to 
march forth and try to capture the 
brigands. What happened ! The latter 
marshalled their forces and went to 
meet his Honour, and threatened that 
if he moved hand or foot, they would 
fire pon bim and his soldiers, 
wherenpon the Magistrate seeing that 
he was nnable to compete with the 
brigands, quietly turned his back and 
marched home to his yamén. Meanwhile, 
the robbers in that district have stolen 
one after another all the guard boats 
upon the river, so that the Magistrate 
is about as helpless as it is possible for 
anyone to be. Ax a last resource 
he has appealed to Canton for as- 
sistance. ‘Then the brigands, knowing: 
what is going to happen, will hetake 
themselves to some other ‘country, for 
the time being, leaving the innocent to 
saffer for the guilty, and that will be 
the end of the movement for the time. 
It seems most ridicnlous for the Chinese 
Government to be giving so much time 
in training their soldiers to meet a 
foreign foe, and spending so much 
money in buying foreign weapons, and 
yet be unable or unwilling to provide 
Tor the eafety of their own people,

THE PALACE oF ants. 


T went first to the Palace of Arts, 
huge building vecapying a prominent 
position on the right of the Coart of 
Honour.

frage Association, which Lady Jersey 
and others have started, that their only 
hope is to organize x great counter- 
demonstration. But where will they 
get their women from? Practically 
all the women of distinction are on 
the other side, Indeed Saturday's 
demonstration goes a long way towards 
satisfying the demand ‘of the Prime 
Minister, “You must first show,’ 
he said to the deputation which waited 
‘on him recently, “that the wonien of 
England want the vote.” Satarday's 
procession and meeting did not quite 
prove this, but it did demonstrate 
bn the part of thousands of women « 
far more earnest desire than was 
believed to e For these were not! 
the “shrieking sisterhood,” — the 
“potoriety hunters,” who are going 
to demonstrate in’ Hyde Park next 
Saturday ; but for the most part 
women of culture and refinement, whom 
nothing but an earnest belief in their 
‘cause and desire for its success would 
hhave persuaded to parade thus in the 
public streets. 
THE GOVERNMENT PENSION SCHEME. 
‘The first important business 
Parliament on reassembling after Whit- 
suntide has been the second reading 
of the Old Age Pensions Bill. Tt 
was moved by Mr. Lloyd George, 
the new Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
in a speech very apologetic in tone. 
and it was denounced by Mr. Harold 
Cox in » most able and courageous 
speech, to which “ The Times ” devotes 
‘ver two columns of its space—ao 
slmost unprecedented honour for a 
young: private member of Parliament. 
Mr. Cox moved an amendment declar-' 
ing that “while it is desirable that the 
State should organize aid for the un- 
fortunate by establishing and assisti 
fa general system of insurance 9g: 
the principal risks of life, it is unjust to: 
spend the taxpayer's money in yiving 
subsidies to persons selected by arbitrary 
standards of age, income and character.” 
‘Mr, Cox's argument in effect was that 
the Government scheme amounted to 8 
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gigantic system of panperization by 
means of outdoor relief, and that the 
only just system of State pensions is one 
to which the recipients themselves con- 
tribute. He had no difficulty in picking 
holes in the Ministerial scheme, which 
has been so ill-digested that already 
the Government is making alterations 
which go far to change its whole charac- 
ter, For instance, whereas originally 
the pension was in every case to 

fa fixed sum of five shillings a week, 
or seven shillings for married couples, 
it ia now to be arranged on a sliding 
scale, Of course Mr. (ox’s amend- 
ment was rejected by an overwhelm- 
ing rity,

PARIS.

June 20, 
BUSINESS-LIKE RACINO, 

For the firet time on record, a 
American owner has won the most 
valuable prize on the French turf. Of 
all the men to whom the horses entered 
for the Grand Prix belonged, there can 
hardly have been one who nesded to 
win it less than Mr. W. K. Vanderbilt; 
but, as the French say, ‘on ne prite 
qu’aux riches,” and, throngh some 
inscrutable motive of the higher powers 
or the operation of natural causes, 
‘North-east passed the post. a good half- 
length in front of Sauye Pourprée and 
added over £15,000 to Mr. Vanderbilt's 
bank-account. To those inclined to 
think that money can do anything, and 
that winnin: the Grand Prix or secur- 
‘any other costly triumph is only « 
matter of time for an immensely wealthy 
man, it may be pointed out that Mr. 
Vanderbilt has not contented himsell 
with giving orders and signing cheques. 
He has gone in for racing systematically 
‘and on strict business principles, with 
the fall intention of obtaining not only 
amusement, bat » return for bis capital 
‘and the qualities of management whieh 
he brings to bear on the proposition. 
Not only does he breed racehorses 00 
his own stud-farm at Palaiseau, bat he 
does his own training at Saint-Louis de 
Poissy, in the broad stretches of the 
Seine valley jast beyond Saint-Germaia. 
Here he has « large tract of land om 
which he has built and laid out not 
only stables, training quarters and * 
private racecourse, but a house aod 
grounds for himself. Here he spends 
‘a considerable part of the summer, free 
from intraders and able to watch bi 
‘own horses as they sweep past his ont 
windows in their morning gallops. 
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AMERICAN NOTIONS. 
The training is in the hands of 
another American, Mr. William Duke, 
who shows all the receptiveness of his 
countrymen for new ideas, and has made 
Saint-Lonis de Poissy the model of an 
up-to-date training establishment. 
Everything in the stables, which I was 
allowed to visit some time ago, is a 
pattern of neatness. Even the black- 
smith’s shop is clean and tidy, and is 
abont as unlike the typical village 
smithy as can well be imagined. In 
every part of the place one mects with 
labour-saving devices and ingenious 
ideas. For instance, in the parallel 
covered walks used for exercising the 
horses when the weather is bad, Mr. 
Duke has fixed a large mirror at such 
‘an angle that, by posting himself at the 
end of the walks, he can watch the horses 
and their riders simultaneously on both 
tracks, It is a simple contrivance, but, 
like Columbus's with the egg, it had to 
be found ont. ‘he racecourse is 
provided with a set of semaphores worked 
from « raised platform, whereon the 
trainer stands observing the horses as 
they go round. By merely palling « 
lever he can signal to a jockey that he 
is to. go faster or slewer, as the case 
may be. In this way Mr. Duke can 
regulate the work of three or four 
horses at once. The course is banked 
up at the turns on the principle of a 
cycle track, so that a horse at full 
gallop does not feel the effects of 
centrifugal force as he follows the curve, 
and is, therefore, not tempted to slacken, 
‘The estate has its own water supply and 
electrical power for lighting the stables 
and houses, “grinding oats, pumping 
water for the hydrants placed all round 
the courts, and so on, The whole 
establishment suggests a nicely adjusted 
‘and well-lubricated piece of machinery ; 
and, jadged by resalts, it is « very 
good machine indeed. 
‘TRIUMPH OB mEABON. 
Another point worthy of note in con- 
nexion with the Grand Prix is that it 
has ceased to excite chanvinism. A 
few years ago the big races at Long- 
champ were seized upon as oceasions for 
patriotic demonstrations. All hearts 
beat in anticipation of a victory for the 
national colours, and when » French 
horse won, everybody was almost as 
pleased as if the army had triumphed 
ins battle. “The somewhat ridicalous 
‘ide of this sentiment seems to be rea- 
lized now, and, though Frenchmen take 
\, a great and increasing interest in xacing, 
they are no longer inclined to connect. 
the honour of the fing with the tempo- 
rary triumph of a stable. As M. Henry 
Maret, that sage commentator on the 
passing hour, remarks : “* We have come 
back to the common-sense point of view, 
and we are reasonable enough to re- 
cognize that winnings game of dominoes 
does not imply the superiority of one 
race over another. It is true that some 
people are less inclined than myself to 
approve of this moderation, which, they 
say, is due not to wisdom but to grow- 
ing indifference for the old-fashioned 
feeling called patriotism by our sires. 
Personally I am inclined to think that 
we are not so silly as we were. Moreover

“PETER PAN” IN PARIS. 


“Has living here so corrupted me| tell 


that I can't enjoy this?” was the 
remark made by an American resident 
during the first performance of Mr. 
J. Barrie's “ Peter Pan” at the 
Théitre du Vandeville a few days ago. 
Corruption is perhaps too strong a 
term to describe the influence of the 
Parisian ambiance on grown-up people, 
but it is certain that when one has 
become accustomed to French theatrical 
farce, the English commodity tastes 
very insipid. This is not altogether 
because the French dramatist has a 
free hand in dealing with bresches of

the seventh commandment. Having 
satisfy a very critical public, he is 
compelled to develop his constructive 
skill, character drawing, and other io- 
dispensable qualitics “to an extent 
seldom obtained on the other side of 
the Channel.

‘THM ORNTLE GENDARME, 

‘The fifty-four Japanese tourists who 
are at present making # round of the 
world under the joint protection of 
Cook and the “Asahi Shimbun,” 
passed through America, England, 
France, Italy, Germany and varions 
other countries without getting into 
trouble, but here in St. Petersbarg they 
were nearly getting into trouble on 
June & through the officiousness of « 
gendarme at the Winter Palace, 
Under the direction of one of Cook's 
guides, a Russian, they had visited the 
Winter Palace by special permission 
and after leaving that building they 
were walking slowly along the Palace 
Quay in the direction of their 
hotel when one of the numerous armed 
gendarmes posted about the Palace went 
up to them and told them in an offen- 
sive tone to “buck up and walk more 
quickly." Cook's guide bluntly told 
the gendarme to shut up, whereupon 
the latter, enraged, took aim with 
rifle at the crowd of unarmed Japanese 

ing them that they were under arrest 
and that he would fire if they moved 
another inch, Several of the Japanese 
ran away and the soldier might have 
shot them down had not some officers 
‘and soldiers who bad just seen the 
party leave the palace, rushed out of 
that building, and prevented the 
furious gendarme from doing something 
which might have caused him much 
trouble Inter on. Explanations were 
offered by Cook’s guide and finally the 
whole party were allowed to move on 
without an apology being offered them. 
While the trouble was st its height 
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Baron Motono, the Japanese ambas- 
sador, passed in his carriage without 
noticing that anything was wrong, but 
had he been appealed to by his country 
men, he would undoubtedly have taken 
their *part, whereupon the gendarme 
would probably have shot or arrested 
him and an ugly diplomatic incident 
would have been the result. 
IM THE NAME OF THE LAW. 

Strangely enough it is only the 
Conservative, law-and-order members 
of the Duma’ who are just now getting 
into trouble with the police. One 
Ostobrist happened, when passing 
along the street the other day, to see 
1 policeman savagely beating a prisoner 
who was offering no resistance. The 
deputy remonstrated whereupon the 
policeman arrested him and conducted 
him to the lock-up. The prisoner was 
immediately released, however, and the 
policeman dismissed the force. 

‘Another policeman has just got four 
years’ hard labour for an act of shock- 
ing barbarity, committed in broad day- 
light on the public street. Enraged 
‘at the sight of a helplessly drunken 
man, he struck the latter, with his 
naked sword, wounding him badly and 
then refused to allow anybody to carry 
the unfortunate man to the hospital. 
“Let him die here on the pavement 
like a dog,” he said. 

‘When we consider the conduct of 
the highest officers in the police and 
the army. we are less surprised, how- 
‘the brutality of the rank aod 
and fil On June 6 General Gurko, 
‘a son of the General who distinguished 
himself in the Shipke campaign, in- 
sisted on driving his carriage over 
bridge on the Fontanka which owing 
to repairs, had been temporarily closed 
by order of the Chief of Police. A 
policeman attempted to stop the car- 
riage but failed: then an inspector came 
up whereupon the General descended 
foaming with rage, knocked off the 
inspector's cap, struck him with his 
whip across the face, and finally drove 
in triumph across the bridge. Gurko 
is, by the way, held accountable for the 
oss of the battle of Lisoyang owing to

To the Editor of the 
“ Nontu-Cuiva Datuy Ne 


Sin,—Mr. Clementi ander the head- 
ing “Percentage of Opinm Smokers 
in China,” quotes Sir J. Jordan's 
report on opiumn dated November, 1907, 
as follows : 

“The amount of opium prodaced in 
China in 1906 has been estimated at 
330,000 piculs . . . Of this total 
only 4,730 pieuls are exported 
to. foreign countries. Foreign raw 
opium imported in the same year was

Further on in his paper 
headi Percentage in Chi 
whole) Mr, Clementi, who pats. the 
population of China at 400,000,000, 
asserts that the number of the persous 
who smoke opinm in the Chinese 
Empire is only two per cent, i.e., there 
fare eight million smokers in China. 
Then he goes on to say (quoting the 
Hongkong Government Analyst) raw 
opinm by preparation Inses fifty per 
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cent of its weight, therefore the amount 

of prepared opinin consumed will only 
. be half the weight of the raw opinm, 

ie, the daily consumption of prepared 
opinm in China will be 831,769.5 taels 
and the number of opiam smokers talls 
to 4,158,847 or only about one per 
cent of the total population of the 
Chinese Empire.” 

Let us now look further into the 
matter; especially as regards the figures 
relating to Native Opium. In his 
paper, Mr. Clementi bases a 
calculation upon the returns for 1906 
when it was alleged that 325,270 picals 
were required for the use of smokers in 
China Proper. Mr. Clementi accepts 
the returns of native Opium as accurate, 
although he knows—or, if he has 
travelled much in China, should know 
—that the returns of the native Opinin 
are not relisble. Likin and other 
Chinese officials, having to “make hay 
while the sun shines,” bargain with 
merchants about the anioant of dues 
and duties to be paid on native opiam. 

Now, it should be manifest even to 
the mennest intellect that in a country 
where trade is conducted in sach a 
manner—trade on a very large scale— 
that no reliance can be placed on the 
figures supplied by native officials. It 
the native officials give the returns of 
native opinm in 1906 as 352,270 piculs, 
it may be safely assumed that fully 
double that ainount passed through

unter British rule” yet his figures 
go far to prove that Mr. Taylor 
spoke the truth, there being (a he 
alleges) only 1 per cent of amokers in 
China but 12 per cent in Hongkong. 
The folly, or rather the madness, of any 
attempt on the part of Great Britain ty 
prevent the Chinese Government fro 
giving fall effect to the Anti-Opiam 
edicts will be realized by those who are 
acquainted with the despotic aystem of 
Government in China, Whether we 
had seen fit to adopt a sympathetic 
policy or otherwise, the Chinese Gov- 
ernment would of course continue the 
a against opium, and when it 
cousidered the time for very drastic 
measures had arrived would issue 
orders to all Viceruys, Governors and 
District Magistrates that on and alter 
a certain date all persons, of whate- 
ever rank or station in life, who are 
fonnd continuing the evil habit of opium 
ing must be summarily decapitated 
in public ax n warning t» others. 
Thus, although the right to import 
Tovtian Opin continued despite hina’ 
appeal for help, the trade in it would 
be ultimately extingaished and we would 
have lost a golden opportunity to act 
up to our precepts and insure to our- 
selves and to our successors a mensure 
of power and prestige and commercial 
prosperity in the Far Orient sach as 
no other nation will ever have an oppor- 
tunity to acquire. The Gorernment of 
the day has ncted wisely, and I believe 
it to bo a matter of paramount import 
ance that it should be demonstrated 
here in Shanghai and in Hongkong 
in no uncertain manner, 
that Great Britain ix determined to do 
all that lies in her power to assist 
China to efface as rapidly ne possible 
from these regions the Inst vestige of 
a habit which makes for the degrada- 
tion of allwho are addicted to it. We 
should close all the divans, we 
should establish Opium Refuges, give 
habitual smokers a few — months’ 
grace in which to give up smoking, and 
evcourage the Chinese to establish 
Anti-Opiam Sucieties in their cities, 
the snbarbs, and all the villages under 
their control by setting the example in 
those under oar control. 

Owing to the impossibility of 
obtaining accurate returns of the pro- 
duction and movements of native

smokers, I venture to assert that any 
one attempting to calenlate the per- 
centage of smokers in China must 
inevitably waste a great deal of valuable 
time io a vain attempt to accomplish 
the impossible.

CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 
To the Editor of the 
Nonrn-('ursa Dasuy News.” 

my lot on 
several * occasions to witness severe 
treatment of mere children by Chinese 
workmen on buildings in this Settle- 
ment. Others have also from time to 
time noted instances of cruelty to 
children, Youn children are em- 
ployed by native contractors on work 
which at home we would only allow 
adalts to undertak 

To see mere mites carrying loads of 
bricks or mortar on high  ricketty 
seaffolding is to have the pity aroused 
by the tender age of the childron, in- 
tensified by our knowledge of the 
danger of the ocoupation, the hardness 
of the labour, and the absence’ of that 
recreation children at such an age and 
size should enjoy. 

But while in occupations in the open 
such instances are forced on our notice 
there are many other kinds of labour 
here in which children are employed 
and often subjected to hard treatment. 

In some cases the young victims are 
orphans, bnt anyhow the majority are 
“Tittle tote” whose helplessness appeals 
urgently #0 all sensible“ grown-ups. 
There must be numbers of foreign 
residents who have during = long 
residence seen things that made their 
blood boil that perhaps compelled them 
to interfere forcibly, only afterwants to 
feel pitiably unable to remedy the evil 
for the m

I rushed ont into the road and 
saw a Chinese woran dragging a chi 
of xix to eight years of age by its hair 
along Babbling Well Road. The child 
was crying in «most pitifal way. I stop- 
ped the woman and asked native 

licemian who wax on duty at the corner 
‘of Park Rond, the reason of the child's 
crying. ‘The woman released the child. 
and it ran away. 

Thad scarcely returned to my room 
when a.sccond child was dragged in the 
same way into Park Road. I followed 

me and ordered an Indian Police- 
take the whole party to the Sinza 
Police Station, at the same time writing 
the facts as T had seen them in the 
policeman's note book. It was then 






























4.30.a.m. Later on I was informed by 
telephone from the police stationthat the 
children were taken tos mill in Sinza 
Road andas it was a Chinese castom 
the police had no right to interfere. 

I bring these facts to your notice, 
trusting that you may be better able to 
follow the matter up and do something 
in the interest of these poor children, 
who, living in the midst of foreigners, 
ought to have the benefit of our ei 
tion, which prohibits the working of 
children in factories under an age of 
fourteen years and limits the time 
of work.

Shanghai has 
too readily acquiesced in the acceptance 
of the Chinese standpoint in the carry- 
ing ont of some of its biggest com- 
wercial ventures, Profits which are 
made at the cost of the little boys and 
little girls we may see at work every 
day in this place ean bring 
fection to the mercifully-minded man 
or woman, 

Last year I made 
qnities into the con 
some of the Inrge foreign buildings in 
the course of erection in Shanghai. 
On one, which is quite typical, I found 
that sixty per cent..of those employed 
were under the age of sixteen years, 
that is fifteen years anid under by foreign 
reckoning. In this one place were 
several little mites eight years of age, 

ven years only by foreign reckon- 
i! "These babes had to carry mortar 
in buckets ap the craxy collection 
of insecure planks which do duty for 
scaffold platforms in this place, Scores 
of these youngsters were under twelve 
years of age. These children work for 
no wages, bat for their food and to 
learn the business. In the carpenter's 
department a somewhat better state of 
things prevail, the boys are generally 
older, the youngest being cleven and 
twelve years and they are of better 
physique. [ should surmise that theye 
come from a better class. A couple of 
weeks ago on a Sunday evening, 
coming along the Bund, I found a 
little fellow crying, in company with 
an older companion, When asked 
what he was crying for, the older boy 

id that the younger bad been at. 
work all the day and was too tired to 
walk to his home in the City. That 
boy was eleven years old. 

Surely it is high time something 
was attempted to ameliorate the hard 
lot of these little ones. A foreman of 
works with whom I was recently 
discussing this problem remarked : 
‘What thing cando ? Manmakee plenty 
trouble ; small boy, be no pay bobbery. 
No, the boy is too amall, he no can 
pay bobbery ;that is why Christian law 
should come, and in the home lands 
does come, to his protection. Members 
of Christian nations resident in Shang- 
bai_may not forget Who it was that 
made little children in a very special 
degree the wards of the Christian 
Faith when He said “Take heed, that 
|ye cause not one of these to stumble.” 
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Permit me to add this letter to the 
appeal that is being made for » meas- 
ure of protection for the labouring 
children of Shanghai.

PLAYS AND PLAY ACTORS. 

The great national and universal 
amusement of the Chinese is theatricals. 
Whatever other methods of recreation 
there may be that are used to divert! 
the leisure hours of the people, there is 
none that for a moment can be compared 
with these. They are the ideal form 
of enjoyment, and rich and poor, the 
most learned scholar as well as the 
most illiterate rustic, all look upon the 
stage as the supreine place of joy, 
where men’s thoughts are diverted, and 
where for a time at least the sorrows of 
the heart are banished. 

It is at the foot of the stage that 
the commonest people can revel in 
scene where royal personages appear, 
and where statesmen whose names are| 
household words come forth ont of the 
mystery of the past, and, for once in the 
hearing of the crowds. make their famous 
speeches that have rendered them im- 
mortal. Ancient dynasties that have 
long since passed away live again before 
the eyes of the men of this generation, 











and warriors and emperors, in the| i 


regal habits and in the armour of times 
in which they lived, once more «nact, 
some of the famous scenes that the pen 
of the historian, or the song of the poet, 
has handed down to posterity. 

This mode of enjoyment is in profound 
harmony with the antique character of 
the Chinese mind, which revels in all 
that belongs to the far-off past. Men 
revere the classics very largely becanse 
they were written in the early dawa of 
Chinese history. The worthies and 








sages that are the models for everything 
that is perfect in life, would lose much 





af their power conld they be trans- 
formed into men of the present day. 
Antiquity bas cast an aureole around 
their brows that transfigares them, and 
helps to make them the recognized 
“teachers of a thousand generations.” 
An old carving or ancient bowl, in fact 
anything that has the stamp of age 
upon it, is a thing to be looked upon 
with hushed reverence, and so these 
historical plays are gazed upon with a 
mixture of awe, because they bring back 
the buried past and reproduce figures 
‘that have long since vanished from li 

The occasions on which the plays 
are performed are numerous, A rich 
man’s birthday comes round. This must 
be celebrated by a feast and a play. 
Nothing in the whole round of the 
imagination of the Chinese could sur- 
pass these for the pure and unalloyed 
happiness they would give. A feast 
alone would be divine, but the addition 
of a play would add a zest to it that 
none of the guests would ever forget. 
A play accordingly is arranged for, and 
the finest actors that money can procute 
are engaged, and the rich man and his 
family with their guests are sent into 
raptures of delight, whilst the great, 
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public share in the rejoicings of the day, 
and heartily wish that « rich man’s birth— 
day would only come round every day 
in the year. 

The most fruitful source, however, of 
theatricals is the idols. The Chinese 
have endowed all these with decidedly 
human passions. They are exceeding- 
ly fond of money, and like the men that 
worship them, they are believed to be 
ready to perform any service, if only 
they are properly fed. They have an 
abstract preference for good, but if the 
bribe is heavy enough, they are prepared 
to desert ‘the right and in the 
most. anblashing manner confer their 
blessing on the villain. ‘Their 
pleasures run, too, in the same line as 
that of their worshippers, and there is 
nothing that will put an idol on such 
good terms with everybody as a rousing 
play, where there are lots of fun and 
noise and screeching music and clang 
of cymbals and beat of drum and 
hilarious amusement. 














Thebirthday, for example.of the public 
idol in a popalar temple comes round. Tt 
is a god with areputation, It has sent 
blessings into many a home, the people 
say, and inen speak with feeling of the 
remarkable answers that have been 
i i Out of 






eye to the future, special preparations 
ade to do honour to it. There is 
that if this is not done, the 
revenge itself on society by 
sending some great calamity that will 
pet the community into mourning. 
iis danger must not on any account 
be risked. The god must be put 
into a good humour, and so arrange- 
ments are made for making its birthday 
a pleasant one; so pleasant indecd 
that wheo the worshippers come by 
and by with their endless requests 
it will remember the happy day they 
gave him and will lavish its gifts 
‘pon them. One of the main faotors in 
this elaborate preparation is a play. 
‘The Chinese are an exceedingly prac- 
tical people and like many of 
English endeavour to combine religion 
and business. The killing of two 
birds with one stone, espécially when 
it brings grist to the 
act that puts a twinkle into.his eye, 
‘and « sweet and child-like smile into his 
yellow, sphinx-like face, 

It is very extraordinary fact that 
though the nation has this profound 
love for theatricals, actors are looked 
down upon with contempt by every 
class of ‘society. profession is 
considered to be so disreputable, that 
their children are not allowed to enter 
the public examinations for any of the 
fonr literary degrees. They conse- 
quently can never become recognined 
scholars, or take any position under the 
Government. Whatever may be the 
causes, there is no question but that 
play-scting hs decidedly bad moral 
effect upon the men who get their 
living by it. ‘They are generally opiam 
smokers, gamblers, and prodigals of the 
lowest type. A look at their faces 
is enough to convince one that they 
are men who. have-no character to 
lose, for they have a dissi 
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Ty on their features. The circum- 
stances in which they live are, no doubt, 
largely responsible for the vices into 
hich they have fallen. They have a 
great deal of spare time on their hands. 
‘They are illiterate and predisposed by 
the very character their profession has 
got, to spend it in a low and vicious 
mode of living, and as their money 
comes easily so it is spent with a liberal 
hand. the consequence being that there 
is often only a step between them and 
abaolate poverty. 

‘Actors in China are divided into four 
classes. The first are those that take 
the parts of mandarins or royal person- 
ages. Such persons require to have an 
easy, dignified carriage, suitable to the 

ve to imper- 















polished, gracefal ewing that is a sign 
in this land either of literary cultare or 
of blue blood, so that when they are 
representing some distinguished person- 
age, they may not shawe him by some 
plebeian habits, that would set the 
audience in a roar of laughter. The 
second are those that assume the role of 
female slaves or of women in common 
life, As women are not allowed to ap- 
peat on the stage in China, the parts 
representing them huve to be taken by 
men, The third are those that per- 
sonste ladies in respectable life, and 
they dress up to imitate them 30 exact- 
ly, that a stranger to Chinese ways 
would never discover that’ they were 
not women. Their whole get-up is 
absolutely perfect. The dressing of 
the hair, the binding of the feet to 
imitate ‘the “golden lilies" of the 
nnpper classes, the bang of the dress, 
and the feminine mincing gait that is 
the result. of the crushing 
all are lifelike and natural. 
are what we might really call the clown, 
though lhe has no grotesque or laughter- 
provoking dress, such as distinguishes 
the same character in the West, He 
is a man who is naturally full of 
unour. and whose face easily takes a 
facetions look. He is constantly ready 
at certain parts of the play with jokes 
and repartee, that send the crowd into 
fils of laughter. His face ix quite 
‘enough to destroy any seriousness that 
may exist in the audience, and it is so 
flexible, and the movement of a few 
uuscles will so touch the people 
with a sense of the ludicrous, that 
they will have to hold their sides 
to prevent them from splitting. 

Of the above classes, the one that 
represents the high-class lady is the 
best paid. An actor who takes this 
part. especially if he be a distinguished 
‘one, is most popular character, and 
the announcement that be is going to 
appear in a certain play will bring the 
people from far and near to witness 
his performance. 

Every actor has to go through a 





















|The masters that train them are very 


strict, and often punish them most 
eraelly for mistakes or in 
failing to get by heart the pieces they 
have to learn. After they have advanc- 
ed in their studies, they are put 
on an easy piece, where they have 
to take = more or less prominent part. 
They thus gain confidence and get rid 
of that nervous feeling that makes them 
afraid to face the public. At length 
‘after years of such experience, they 
gradually learn their profession and 
they are then prepared to take any part 
in that particular line for which they 
have shown a marked aptitude. 
The Chinese plays may be roughly 
divided into two great classes. Th 
first of these deals entirely with what 
may Le called historical subjects, whilst 
the other has to do with the com 
and tragedies of every-day life. It may 
be remarked here that in tracing back 
the history of the present Chinese 
drama, there is a universal consensus of 
opinion that the puppet shows that are 
still most popular throughout the Em- 
pire were the original from which it 
has sprung. That this is believed to 
be the case is evidenced by the fact 
that usually before the commencement 
of any play the andience ix treated to 
8 poppet show display, not because it is 
part of the programme, but as a memo- 
rial tribute to the men of ancient times 
who had the inventive genias and also 
the goodness of heart to employ their 
great powers in devising a never-eading 
source of amusement and entertainment 


















have successively inflicted the most 
terrible disasters upon the Empire. 
They have slaughtered the people, 
ravaged their towns, and left them 
smoking ruins. They carried off thou- 
‘sands of the inhabit 
of their emperors into captivity, 
they died far away from their families 
‘and from their kingdom. At two 
different times the country was sub- 
jugated by these marauding foes, and 
‘the Mongol and Manchn dynasties dis- 
placed the native ralers of the country. 
It is not to be wondered at, therefore, 
that s most bitter hatred lies slambering 
in the heart of every Chinese to-day 
against all foreigners of whatsoever 
nationality. The story of the past bas 
been transmitted with oriental fidelity 
from father to son, and from generation 
to generation, the bloody details 
have sunk deep into the heart of every 
inhabitant of this vast Empire, and 
revenge for all the sorrows and woes 
that the barbarians have brought upon 
China is the one predominant feeling 
in the heart of its peopl 
Now these historical pl 
the means of intensifying 
and contempt of the people against 
the foreigner. ‘They are acted every- 
where: in the quiet village, in the 
homes of the rich, in the crowded 
cities and in the busy market towns, 
Everywhere, indeed, throughout the 
length and breadth ‘of the land, the 
story of plunderings and massacres 
done upon their innocent forefathers 
is vividly pourtrayed with all the 




















for the benefit of rity. 

‘The historical plays, as already stated, 
are entirely concerned with the great 
and striking events that have marked 
the history of the past. Many of the 
most exciting of these deal with the 
stories of well-known heroes who came 
forth to save the Empire when, per- 
haps, the barbarians of the North had 
invaded China and were carrying fire 
‘and sword avongst the people inhabit- 
ing the provinces lying nearest the honie 
of the robbers. The fierce struggle io 
which te untamed hordes of Huns or 
Mongols are driven back with terrific 
slaughter into the steppes from which 
they had issued is brought in a most 
realistic manner before the audience, as 
the actors entering into the spirit of 
the murderous contest play their parts 
with consummate abilit it 
highest enthusiasm. Chinese history 
abounds with scenes that have been 
dramatized. The theatre has thus been 
the means, not only of educating the 
‘common people, who are mostly illiter- 
ate, in the great events of the past, 
but also of keeping up the national 
worship of the heroes and heroines 
who have played so mighty a part 
in the days that have long since 
passed away. 

These thestricals have bad a most 








severe course of training by specially 
qualified masters before he is allowed 
to take a leading part in any play, As 
a rule they begin as boys. ‘The man- 
“ager of a troupe will either bay some 
lads from their parents, or he will have 
them indentured to him for a term of 
years. They are at once set to study 
the play in which boys can take @ part. 


unhappy influence in keeping alive and 
intensifying the inborn hatred of the’ 
Chinese against all foreigners. From 
the earliest dawn of their history, the! 
nation has suffered most grievously’ 
from the inroads of the savage and 
hostile tribes that have lived across 
northern and western borders. Huns 
and Mongols and Kins and Tartars 
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passion apd dramatic power that the 
actors possess. In these plays every- 
thing is done to make the barberian 
as batefal and contemptible as posssible. 
He is repreeated, as 4 monster in 
appearance. His face ix dragged out 
of shape, and his mouth is made to 
appear near his ear. His beard on one 
side is ~_ and on the other blue. His 
eyes are fierce and staring and savagery 
and marder are stamped upon his hid- 
eous features. That is the conception 
that the people in the interior, who 
have never come into actual contact 
with the foreigaer have of the hated 
barbarian.* To their minds, there is 
no distinction between one foreigner and 
another. English or French or German 
‘are all alike barbarians, to be destroyed 
‘and mardered as the savages in former 
days slaughtered their forefathers. 
‘The second class of plays deals as I 
have already described with a larger 
variety of subjects, having the whole of 
human life as the field on which to 
practise. They are consequently much 
Tore popular and st the esme time 
much less expensive. The reason for 
this latter is because the dresses of the 
actors are much more simple than thoes 
in the historical plays, where the robes 
of mandarins and statesmen that 


* Barbarian is the generic term that 
is given to all foreigners whether from 
the far west, or from the countries bord- 
ering upon China. “Foreign devil,” 
“Red-haired devil” are merely local 
variations that people of different dis- 
tricts playfully apply to foreigners of 
any nationality.

Chinese, however, who is by no means 
wanting in the artistic faculty. knows 
well how to take advantage of the 
exquisite combinations that nature 
with her canning hand so often worke 
out ax though she had made them for 
his particnlar benefit. The leader of| 
the troupe comes along with his band 
to select a spot where they shall have 
their performance. They are as 
idated looking a company as ever 
‘met to thrill an audience with thoughts 
of noble deeds, or to melt it into tears 
with some pathetic story of haman 
* suffering.” Vice sits npon the connten- 
ance of every man amongst them, 
pale cheeks, and — bloodless 
fips, and leaden-hued eyex tell of 
long hours in the opium den, 
the miserable wretched feelings that 
follow the brief Elysium where 
they drowned the thoughts of life in 
the gorgeous visions that fled with the 
morning light, What can these men 
know of art and lights and shadows and 
the mysterious movements of nature 
that will set off their acting by-nnd-by 
better than the inspired genius of the 
most famous painters could ever do? 
One looks at the place where the stage 
is expected to be set up, and with an 
instinct that never fails, he chooses the 
very spot where the sun can bert play 
the artist, and where he can flash his| 
‘rays and ‘throw in his tints ‘to cover 
somewhat the defects of the players. 
When it is postble. 8 largo tree is 
selected ; the older and more venerable 
it is the better ; for the background it 
affords, whilst it is grand and imposing;

ment it is filled with shadows that 
give it a stern and severe look 
another the golden rays flash and 
smongst the great boughs and give 
summer look, and anon a flood of 
light comes ins great wave and touches 
the leaves with such a sudden access of 
beauty that they tremble with excite- 
ment and seem a fitting sccompani- 
ment to the sounds of cymbals and 
the passionate voices of the actors 
as they play their parts below. The

An English troupe of the present 
day wonld be utterly lost, were they xet 
down to meet the conditions that aro 
the only ones that the great race of ac- 
tors thronghont thix empire are ac- 

aainted with, Jast imagine a xwell 
London company who were assetbied 
ready to perform some popular play. 
Nothing has been prepared for the 
great performance. There is no theatre 
and 00 magnificent scenery which first- 
rate artists have painted to give the 
highest effects to the efforts of the 
actors. There is no place where re- 
hearuals may take place, and no retiring 
rooms, where each one may dress him- 
self for the part he is to take when he 
steps on to the stage before the crowds 
that are xwaiting his coming. The 
troupe would meet by common consent, 
say in the Strand or io the most 
cromded part of Oxford Street, where 
they would at once proceed to put up 
their stage. All traffic would have 
to be suspended. The’ drivers of 
omnibases and of hansom cabs, scent- 
ing the obstraction frow afar, would 
quietly and without the least show of 
temper tarn their horses down the 
nearest by-street, whilst the fares, 
when they heard the reason, would 
smile and express theniselves perfectly 
satisfied at their conduct. Great 
Tumbering carts and drays, unconscious 
of the stoppage, would come up to 
the edge of the crowd that had gathered 
round the troupe, to see Sir Henry 
Irving, for example, superintending 
the placing of the boards in their proper 
position. A delightful smile that 
they never showed even to their wives 
would immediately snffuse their facee, 
‘and they would back away to the nearest 
side road which would necessitate 
‘an extra journey of, perhaps, a half 
mile or more. Passengers too would 
come ap and would crane their necks 
and peer over the heads of the 
people to find out the cause of the 
obstruction and then retire with an 
amused look on their faces. Others in 
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arry to catch a train would wriggle 
throngh the erowd and crouch tnd 
scramble under the stage where 
they bump their’heads against. project. 
ing beams without, however. affecting 
their tempers in the least. 

In the meanwhile the troupe are pre- 
paring ithemselves for the performance, 
The play is a comedy, perhaps, and each 
one is dressing for his part. Here is one 
painting her eyebrows and touching her 
lips with delicate shades of carmi 
Another is doing up her long luxurious 
hair into = wonderful coiffure, whilet 
her neighbour is adorning herself in 
rich dress that shows off her heanty to 
perfection. The men less picturesque 
in appearance are donning the garntents 
in which they are to appear, with 
nonchalance and an ease that show that 
they are perfectly impervious to the 
opinion of the crowd that is looking on 
with wonder in its eyes, 

The above is an exact picture of mhat 
takes place in China, ontside of the 
great ports where the influence of for- 
eigners has tended to modify the native 
customs. The stage is erected in the very 
midst of the most populous thorough 
fare and all traffic is absolutely sus- 
pended, ‘The actors do their dressing in 
pablic, and the men that are to take 
the part of women paint their faces 
and do up their hair in the elaborate 
fashion in which ladies are accustomed 
to in this land. Everything is dove 
as it were on the street. and good 
humour infinite forbearance are the 
characteristics that mark the condnet 
of the populace in reference to what 
would seem to us to be the highhanded 
proceedings of the play-acting fraternity, 
Comedy on the whole suits the genius 
of the Chinese better than the more 
serions plays.

Mr. Ellis drew his Lordship’s atten- 
tion to the evidence of the witness Suen 
‘Teurig-ling, who stated that he travel- 
led from Canton by the stesmer Ningpo 
and that the steamer did not stop any- 
where except at Hongkong until she 
reached Ningpo. Counsel was prepar- 
ed to prove that no passengers were 
shipped on this voyage from Canton at 
Canton, that the steamer took passengers 
st Hongkong and she called at Amoy. 
Counsel asked to be allowed to put in 
the passenger list signed by the Captain 














of the steamer Ningpo, or to call Mr, 
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Miller to state what were the move- 
ments of the ship. 

Mr. Morgan Phillips said that he’ 
left the matter in his Lordship’s hands. 

His Lordship said that he did not 
think he could admit any more evidence 
as this might go on and become inter- 
minable.

claims, ‘and commented that it was 
very curious that Chen took such an 
interest in the insurances of his friends 
and made these claims oo behalf of 
other hongs. It was very suxpici 
that Chen should have taken out policies 
in different insurance companies at 
different rates. In conclusion counsel 
asked his Lordship to say that the 
plaintiff failed in his claim and that 
the defendants had succeeded, as well 
a it was possible, to do in a case of 
this kind, in proving frand and that 
they were entitled to judgement. 

Mr. Phillips said that the whole of 
the evidence adduced by the defeadants 
im this case was to show that the Fa 
Chen hong here was guilty of fraud, uot 
Toong San-nuen. Tt was impossible 
to make any such allegations against 
the man in Canton. It was, therefore, 
unnecessary for him to be here, There 
was « long delay in bringing this action

and it did not seem necessary to bring 
Toong Sun-nuen up here to wait for 
months. ‘The commission was issued 
when the case was almost conclnded 
and it was for the defendants to show 
that there was no such firm as Toong 
Snn-nuen in Canton. The defendants’ 
complaint that the man was not in 
Canton whea the commission arrived 
there was one which would not be 
likely to have any weight with 
his Lordship. Counsel referred to 
the evidence taken in Canton and 
said thet when he heard the man was 
in Ningpo he sent for him, brought 
» to Court and pat him into the 
witness box. Having dealt with the 
evidence bronght in support of plaintiff's 
case, Mr. Phillips said that it was not 
until some four months after the fire 
that allegations of frand were made and 
it was two or three months after that 
when particulars of that fraud were 
given. There was no evidence of 
conspiracy to procure the destruction 
of this godown. If there was a 
fraud in this case there wero a large 
number of persons implicated and, there- 
fore, if there had been # fraud. there 
must be conspiracy amongst all these 














‘ead persons, of which there had not been 


‘any evidence whatever. On the proof: 
of fraud connsel referred to Kerr on 
Frand and Mistake, p. 416 of the third 
edition The French Court after mak- 
ing strict inquiries for several months 
could not find any conspiracy to sot 
this godown afire. ‘The persons counsel 
represented were not summoned before 
the French Mixed Court and they were 
in no way parties to the proceedings: 








there. Referring to the evidence of the |" 


persons who went. to see the goods at 
the godown Mr. Phillips said that they 
in no way inspected the risk they were 
going to insure. ‘They made no inquiry 
whatever from the persons who were in- 
suring as to what goods they had in the 
godown. ‘The only inspection was of 
the building itself. In the jndgement of 
the French Mixed Court comments 
were made on the way the insurance 
companies did business and the 
Magistrate of the International Mixed 
Conrt had commented on the practice 
of the insurance companies here, the 
easy way in which they accepted risks 
and the greedy way the preminms of 
people who wished to insure were taken 
without making any proper inspection, 
‘and, it seemed to counsel, that ia this 
way they placed a premium on incen- 
diarism. As soon as there was a fire 
they went on the heels ot the fire 
engine with Inspector McDowell 
bawling “arson” and “oh do smell 
the kerosene.” Tt seemed to counsel 
that the way this business was taken 
here was very reprehensible. ‘There was 
great competition and all the best 
foreign offices had been represented and 
there had been the addition of some 
fourteen native offices to their ranks, 
‘There had been no evidence whatever of 
frand or conspiracy advanced in 
Court. There had been some discrep- 
ancies, perhaps, shown with regard to 
the documents, and Mr. Ellis asked 
the Court to find fraud on that. 
Counsel submitted that there was-no 
evidence or fact on which his Lordship 
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could say that was evidence of fraud. It 
seemed that the whole evidence rested 
on the suspicion of the insurance agents, 
‘Mr. Jones, in opening, had referred to 
the doctrine of uberrima fides, bat the 
insurance companies in trying to win 
this case did not act on that doctrine of 
uberrima fides. With regard to the 
price of lacquer wood there must be 
some mistake, as there was considerable 
evidence that this quality was expen- 

re. In conclusion counsel submitted 
that there had been no evidence what- 
ever to support the allegations of frand 
‘and conspiracy as alleged by the de- 
fendants, and that his Lordship could 
only come to the conclusion that there 
had been fr ud and conspiracy oo 
strong, cogent evidence. The defen- 
dants had pressed the caso and giveo 
instructions that if they could not win 
on fraud then they must win on any- 
thing even the merest technicality, 
There might have been some frand s0 
far as some persons were concerned, 
but each case must be decided on its 
‘own merits.

A CASE FOR REVISION. 


Mr. H. Browett nade application for 
revision of sentence passed at the Mixed 
Conrt on Saturday morning, by which 
‘8 native was sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment for having returned to 
the Settlement after having been de- 
ported therefrom by order of the Court. 
Mr. Browett explained that bis client 
was brought before the Court on Satur- 
day on acharge of extortion.

‘The books for the 31st 
and 33rd years contained the hand- 
writing of three different people and 
were not both written up by the same 
man, The rongh pass books. which 
averaged abont ten for each year, had 
been destroyed in the fire and witness 
had no other books by which to verify 
the stock. The bookx showed that at 
the end of the 33rd year the stock was 
worth Tls. 23,000. ‘There was another: 
book which showed the increase of 
stork during the current year. 

Mr. hillips stated that the case for 
the defendants as placed before the 
Conrt was a clear, plain, straight. 
forward story, giving the cause of this 
fire, and, ‘connsel submitted, — the 
canse of this fire was a pure accident. 
Connsel commented on the excellent 
reputation of the owner of the hong 
and said that petition had been sent 
in to the Conrt by fifty persons engaged 
in the silk business saying that the 
owner wax a man of good reputation, 
The charge on the sheet was based on 
the suspicions of one man, Inspector 
MeDowell. There was not one tittle of 
evidence to support his suspicions or 
the allegations of the prosecution ; the 
whole of the evidence that had been 
produced to this Court was directly to 
the contrary. Conspiracy between the 
owner and three young men was alloged, 
but there was absolutely no evidence 
to support that charge and counsel 
submitted that such.» charge ought!

Mr. Cooper was em- 
ployed by the insurance company and 
the Conrt had experience of the val 
tions of Mr. Cooper and knew their 
value; it was absolutely without any 
valae and was a prejudiced report. If 
the proprietor of the shop bad gone to 
Messrs. L. Moore & Co. a day after the 
fire and told Mr. Cooper that the value 
af the stock was Tls, 29,000 and that 
they could show that according to the 
books and then asked him to valne it, 
Mr. Cooper would have valued it at 
Tis. 29,000. This Court knew the 
practice of insurance companies in 
Shanghai, ‘Their business was carried 
on inn loose, anbusinesslike manner 
and it was a scandal to Shanghai. 
They had tonts or brokers who induced 
Chinese and other people to inanre for 
large sums. 

Mr. Donglas’ objected to. these 
remarks and asked Mr. Phillips to co. 
five himself to the evidence, 

Mr. Phillips replied that he conld 
make general observations, He said 
that the business was discradit- 
able. They had large armies of 
touts and brokers who induced 
people to insure for more than they had 
goods on the premises. The policy was 
granted at once without any proper in- 
spection of the risk and if there was a 
fire they were in Court or somewhere 
else, represented by learned counsel, to 
resist the claim. The Court. was asked 
to convict these persons on the evidence 
of Tuspector MeDowell und counsel in- 
vited the Court to examine his evidence. 
Taspector MeDowell went to the scene 
of the fire as quickly as his ricsha could 
take him and he said that when he got 
to the fire it had been burning for one 
hour. Counsel submitted that he did 
this with a deliberate intention to mis- 


























arrived at the fire in his opinion it had 
been burning for ten or fifteen. minutes 
—which was, of course, true, Mr. 
Grayborn arrived on the scene some 
five or ten minutes before Inspector 


McDowell. Whose evidence was to be 
believed?” asked counsel. Inspector 
McDowell said thatthe walls werestrong: 
Mr. Grayburn said that it was an ordi- 
nary Chinese flimsily-built hong and 
highly iofammable, Counsel contended 
that the ease should nat have been 
taken to Court.. Cases were con- 
stantly taken to that Court on the 
suspicions of Inspector McDowell 
and this was a flagrant case. The 
proseention, before laying a case in this 
Court, should consider the case well to 
see if there was sufficient evidence on 
which a charge should be made. There 
was not one shred of evidence here to 
connect these persons with the offence 
charged. Counsel said in his own experi- 
ence that Inspector McDowell's evidence 
hhad become unreliable in these cases. 








Counsel said this from his experience 
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in other eases. Inspector McDowell 
alleged arson and incendiarism in this 
ease without having proper grounds for 
it and he endangered the liberty of 
these persons and their reputations and 
it was a dangerons and wicked thing to 
do, It was against connsel’s personal 
interest to endeavour to check Inspector 
MeDowell in his career. 

‘The Assessor—It is not Inspector 
McDowell; the Municipal “Police are 
prosecnting. 

Mr. Phillips said that the evidence 
was Inspector McDowell's and he con- 
sidered it his duty to make the remarks 
he had done, ‘This fire was a pure 
uecident and the proprietor of this hong 
should not be punished in any way for 
a pare accident. There was no charge 
against these men of carelessnens and 
eonasel respectfully submitted to the 
Court that to punish either of the 
persans charged in this case would be 
ridiculous. (Counsel asked that the 
charge be dismissed. 

Mr, Wright, in his address on be- 
half of the prosecution, said that Mr. 
Phillips had occupied the attention of 
the Coart for some time, but he would 
probably have served the interests of 
clients better and not wasted the 
ime of the Court if he had confined 
himself to the evidence and not devoted 
his attention to personal attacks on 
Inspector McDowell and made observa- 
tions which had been heard before. 
The Court wanted to hear at 
charge of arson and not the 
improper way in which insurance com- 
panies conducted their business, ‘That 
was irrelevant, It seemed nn! 
come to Conrt and attack Inspector 
McDowell in this manner, Counsel 
drew the Court's attention to the larve 
decrease in the number of fires during 
tho year. 

Mr. Phillips—Whatever my remarks, 
they were not more irrelevant than that. 

Mr, Wright, continued, that the nam 
ber of fires had been reduced by fifty per 
cent, What wast" .arge rednetion due 
to? he aake? tt was due to the very 
excellent work done by the police in 
making inquiries at each fire and 
particularly to the work of Inspector 
McDowell, who was specially detailed 
for that work. As a result of these 
very investigations, not only had the 
number of fires been reduced by fifty 
per cent, but they had had a large 
‘namber of convictions for arson, care- 
lessness and yross negligence. On 
‘occasions Inspector McDowell had been 
commended by this Court for the man- 
ner in which he had brouyht forward 
these charges before it. Now for that 
reason Mr. Phillips seemed to suggest 
that his evidence was prejudiced and 
























worthless. On the contrary his evid- |i 


ence should carry great weight from his 
extensive experience. He had visited » 
great number of fires and consequently 
he knew exactly how to proceed when he 
arrived at the scone of afire. Awa resnlt 
of these very strict inquiries that were 
made by the police at these fires, 
charges of arson had become more and 
more difficult to establish and with 
a few exceptions it was almost im- 
possible to produce any direct evidence 
of arson, In cases such as this, 


counsel submitted that 
Conrt to consider all the circumstances 
surrounding the fire and then to draw 
its own conclusions as to the fire 
being caused wilfully or through 
accident or through _ carelessness. 
The proseention did not intend to 
bring any direct evidence that some of 
the accused were seen to lay plans for 
the fire, but they did ask the Court 
to sift throngh carefully the evidence 
brought out and then to draw its 
own conclusions as to how the fire was 
caused. Now the prosecution sub- 
mitted that there was arson and counkel 
argued that the Court must find arson, 
negligence or gross carelessness, If 
the Court did not believe the story of 
the defence as to how the fire ocenrred 
then they must find arson, but if the 
Court did believe the defendants’ ver- 
sion of how the fire occurred then there 
was grosa carelessness in allowing the 
fire to occur at all and gross negligence 
in failing to give the alarm, Whether 
o not the proprietor was a respectable 
merchant counsel did not know. He 
asked the Court to take no notice of 
the petition before it; they had heard 
of petitions before and xcemingly res- 
pectable merchants had been convicted 
of arson. Mr, Wright then went 
through the evidence at great length 
and in concluding his speech said that 
there was no doubt that the firm was 
over-insured. Counsel did not think that 
it was fairfor Mr. Phillipa to suggest that 
aman in Mr. Cooper's position would 
give » very conservative valuation. He 
gave his evidence in a very straightfor- 

rd manner. He was emplosed by the 
insurance companies and it was his 
daty to go and inspect the premises. 
No valaable assistance was given by 
the manager so far ax counsel could see 
and Mr. Cooper had to use his oan 
eyes. The prosecution considered that 
he had given a very liberal estimate of 
the stock on the promises. Mr. Wright 
commented on the disappearance of 
some of the books. He asked the 
Const to aay, having regard to the 
natare of the premises and the small 
sizeof this room, the namber of em- 
ployees there and to the circumstances 
of the so-called accident, whether it was 
prepared to exonerate the accused from 
the charge of arson or, in the alterna- 
tive, from a conviction for gross neglig- 
‘ence in not giving the alarm, 

After the Magistrate and Assessor 
had conferred the Assessor said :— 
‘The charge of against the 
four accused is dismissed. The pro- 
secution has not made ont, in the 
opinion uf the Court, sufficient motive 
but the Court at the same time thinks 
wonld have been failing 
had they not bronght 
such a suspicions case ax this to the 
Court. With regard to Tsar Yen-snn, 
the man who said that he had caused 
the fire, the Court is of opinion that his 
action crosses the boundary line between 
stupidity and crime and that it becomes 
the Intter.

Cross-examined by Mr. Musto—The 
first report. was from the bell-tower man 
and the second From the police. 

Mr. Mngso—And the third—whore 
did yon expect that from, from the 
Sicawei Observatory ? 

Mr. Wright—From the Alhambra ! 

Witness explained that reports were 
sometimes made by outsiders. 

M. 0. Springfield, second depnty 
assistant. superintendent. of police, said 
that this fire occurred within 100 yards 
of the Central Station. Witness was on 
the scene of the fire about two minntes 
after he heard the alarm given by 
the blowing of 9 whistle and 
shouting. Witness ran to the fire 
alongside the first truck. The fire was 
burning very fiercely when witness 
arrived ;_ the whole place was a roaring 
mass of flame. The fire had got oeyond 
the power of doing anything to put it 
ont in the build f. Witness was 
in the Fire Brigade and had been a 
member for two and a half years. When 
fa fire wax in the samo condition as 
this one the Brigade tried to cat it 
off. The front door was shut. One 
man took down shutter and held it 
in front of him to keep off the heat 
while he used the hose. The buildings 
on both sides were badly barat. When 
a fire occurred in any upper storey, the 
flames usually travelled along to the top 
of the next house before the lower floors 
became involved. Witness did not see 
anyone remove books or other belong- 
ings from the hong. 
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By Mr. Musso—Witness heard the 
fire bell immediately after the whistle 
which sroused him. He would not have 
recognized any of the defendants if he 
had seen them st the fire. 

W. F. Susemihl, fireman, stated that 
he drove the first trnck to the fire, but’ 
the motor engine had arrived previously. 
Witness’s quarters were at the Central 
Fire Station and it took less than a 
minute to get to the scene of fire. 
‘When witness got to the scene the whole 
place was burning from back to front 
‘and from fire-wall to fire-wall. In 
witnese’s opinion the fire did not spread 
any farther afterwards, as the Brignde! 
cut off the flames. 

By Mr. Musso—Witness was asked 
by Mr. Wright to attend the Court. 
Inspector McDowell asked him if he 
was at the fire and if he was willing to 
attend Court. There were other fire- 
man on the scene when witness arrived. 
‘The time elapsing from the time witness 
heard the alarm to the time he arrived 
‘on the scene was 1 mip. 40 secs. 

Detective Prosser said that he was 
the first foreigner to arrive at the 
fire. ‘The shutters were up in the! 
front of the shop, but the dour in the 
alleyway at the back was open and the 
flames were issuing from the roof. 
One of the men from the shop was 
found about two honrs and « half after 
the alarm was gi After the fire 
was over, three men connected with this 
hong were found. 

By Mr. Musso— Witness was at the 
fire about four minutes after he heard 
the alarm. A fire truck passed witness 
on the way to the fire, but it did not 
stop opposite the fire as the men were 
unreoling a hose. 

Re-examined—Wheu w'tness arrived 
‘at the fire the hose on one track had 
been coupled up to hydrant and the 
firemen were running it out. 

Detective-Inspector McDowell de- 

that he arrived at the scene 
about fifteen or twenty minutes after 
the alarm was given, The fire was 
nearly ont when witness arrived. It 
was absurd to suggest that witness 
arrested anyone he saw about a fire; he 
relied on investigations which were 
made by the detective staff. Witness 
never knew a case of « Chinese declin- 
ing to go to the Police Station to 
make a statement after s fire. If the 
people were able to satisfy 
to how the fire occarred, he never asked 
them to go to the station. The cases 
which required the strictest investiga 
tion were those in which the proprietor, 
manager and perhaps No. 3 were not to 
be found at the time of the fire. It was 
‘& very simple thing to ascertain ifs 
fire was an accident. In this case the 
defendants made 
witness considered unsatisfactory. The 
men were released on the security of 
the policies and Ister two men were 
summoned to attend the Court.

The Tramway officials allege that the 
otor was being driven at an excessive 
rate of speed, and could not be stopped 
in time. ‘The chauffeur, on the other 
hand, attribated the accident to the fact 
that he was going too slowly to get out 
of the way of the car. Traffic in Avenue 
Road was delayed for two hours, the 
derailed car being eventually haaled 
back on to the rails, by two tra 
towing from each end by means of!

ing the ‘proposal. In the above-noted 


memorial it was stated that the Railway | pa 


Companies of the two provinces under 
consideration would receive the money 
and repay the loan made to them by 
the Government, but that it wonld be 
necessary first to consult by telegraph 
with the Viceroy of Kiangsn and 
Governor of Chékiang as to the best 
and safest methods of doing the thing, 
and that the Ministry of Posts, etc., 
would draw np a set of regulations 
which the said Railway Companies 
shonld observe. 

These regalations were at once 





drawn up and the shareholders of the 
said companies; were invited to select 
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representatives to come up to Peking to 
read the regulations at the memorialiste’ 
Yamén, This was done and the said 
cepresentatives ananimonsly approved 
of the regulations and declared that it 
would be quite possible to obey them. 
The Loan Agreement of the Ministry 
concerned contains clanses with re- 
ference to discount and losses, On 
this occasion as it was desired to avoid 
the losses named in the draft 

ment it was decided to exchange the 
pecuniary benefits for the control (of 
the railways). Bat as there rs 
have been turned over to the merchants 
and people to constract and control 
now seems that they Iabonr under the 
disadvantage of being in need of funds. 
Ax the memorialists have been endowed 
with authority over all railways in tho 
Empire it seemed to them that it 
would not be advantageous to allow 
Moreover, tho 
two Railways 
have also shown their appreciation of 
the difficulties of the times by acknow- 
ledging the justice of payiny an annual 
interest of five and a half per cent 
upon the money to be lent them from, 
the reserve funds of the Ministries 
concerned. The memorialists farther 
propose to arrange about ways and 
means to advance all monies that may 
be needed for the construction of the 
said Railways. As to how t 
be done the memorialists ha 
bodied it in ® postscript. memorial for 
their Majesties’ information. ‘The me- 
morialists now beg to present to 
their Majesties the fourteen clauses 
which compose the regulations that 
have been drawn up by them, 
and they pray for the Imperial sanction 
commanding them to send the said 
regulations to the various parties con- 
cerned in order that due observance 
may hereafter be paid thereto, At 
the same time the memorialists propose 
to draw ont funds to hand over to the 
said two railway companies in order 
that they may be able to make every 
haste to continue the construction of 
their respective lines and to bring them 
to a completion, 

‘The memorialists beg to bring another 
point to the Imperial notice. The 
length of the proposed railway connect 
ing Shanghai, Hangchow and Ningpo 
is about 600 odd li, and the money 
which has been drawn from tho reserve 
fands and handed to the companies 
concerned, prehended, may not be 
sufficient for the completion of the 
above-named line. It is, therefore, im- 
portant that the said two railway com- 

shall sell as many shares as 
possible in order to meet all further 
expenses, as may be necded. The 
shorter ® railway is the less are ite 
earning powers and the longer it is the 
greater will be the retarns on capital 
laid ont. It is, therefore, necessary, all 
the more, that the two Railway Com- 
panies shall add on in succession to the 
length of their respective lines and 
thereby reap all the benefits proceeding 
from a proper system of railways 
throughout their respective provinces. 
The memorializing Ministry as Head 
of all the Railways of the Empire can- 
not doythings aloners it js proper, there- 
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fore, to write and consult whenever 
necessary with the Viceroy and Governor 
of the two provinces in question, in 
order that the merchants and people of 
the said two provinces may be brought 
to a proper realization of their re- 
sponsibilities and continueto be energetic 
and enthusiastic in their work from 
the beginning to the end. Indeed the 
members of the said two Companies 
have evinced much patriotism and 
knowledge of the duties they owe 
to the country, lence it may 
be expected that they will continue to 
strive diligently and energetically io 
the great work before them : and so do 
their part in assis the Throne in the 
Imperial desire to encourage all in- 
dustrial enterprises throughout the Ew- 
pire. The Imperial sanction is prayed 
for to the regulations now presented for 
their Majesties’ information.

10,000 a 
yea jese sums are to be remitted 
to thie memorialists’ yamén, in “ Ku- 
ping" in the 4th moon of each year, 
which will then pay the same to 
the British and Chinese Corporation. 
Again, with regard to the loss to be 
paid on the money deposited in the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank at 
Shanghai the commission on the trans- 
mission of fands (from abroad) and the 
clause that an addition of £2.10 be 
paid on the prolongation of the time to 
‘over ten years, all these shall be advanced 
by the memorislists. Repayment on the 
‘said advances will be made as soon as 
the said two railway companies shall have 
been able to gain extra returns on their 
capital, that is to say, in accordance 
with the original memorial to the 
Throne from the memorislizing Minis- 




















try. It was stated that the said Com- 
panies had bound themsélves to"pay a 
royalty of one-twentieth of their net 
gains to the Government, and this

In this manner it will be evident 
that by matual concessionx the mer- 
chants and people will benefit by the

money to them.

LITERARY AND 
MUSICAL NOTES, 


London is so big « place—or to ex- 
press its nature more correctly there 
are so many different Londons—that 
although « good many people have been 
“discovering ” it, and for © good many 
years now, the mine is practically in- 
exhaustible. But it is surprising that 
no one before Mr. G. S. Street. should 
have had the idea which inspires his 
charming book Ghosts uf Piccadilly—to 
take the honses of that wonderful and 
indefinable street, whether they are still 
there, like the home of the Cavendishes, 
or whether they are not there, like the 
extinct Clarendon House of Charles 
I's ill-fated Lord Chancellor, and to 
fill their rooms with the great people who 
once danced and postured and gambled 
therein, or aired themselves in the street 
without before the eyes of a not always 
admiring public. Perhaps the reason 
is that one needs » special equipment 
for such a task. The writer must be 
both archwologist and novelist. Well, 
Mr. Street ix both, although he keeps 
the archwological side carefully in check 
on the plea that this part of his work 
hhas been done by others. More than all 
else he is a heartfelt lover of Piccadilly 
himself. Doex he ever willingly take any 
other walk than that which liex between 
his rooms in —Street and the Savile Club! 
‘At least he hegins to lose interest in his 
ghoste when they Hit ont of Piccadilly. 
Fortunately he has more than enongh 
him between “No. 1. 
(where Wellington kept the 
iron shutters closed till the day of hin 
death in memory of “his brief moment 
of unpopularity when the inal broke his 
windows for opposing reform in 1831) 
and the Cireax: and in Mr. Street's 
mellow, delicately humorous narrative 
there will be enongh for his readers 
also. 
































Wellington makes fine picture 
naturally, trotting slowly np Constita- 
tion Hill on his white cob amid the 
now applanding crowd, to point, sarcas- 
tically and in perfect'silence, at those 
barred windows before riding into the 
courtyard of Apsley House. But 
Wellington was too rare a genius— 
how his contemporariex even of bis own 
rank trembled in his presence !—to bs 
typical of anything except himself : 
and of all the ghosts there are three 
especially that take our fancy ax 
representing two extremes of Piccadilly, 
its aristocratic hospitalities and ite vices, 
Lord and Lady Palmerston and “ Old 
Q." The Dake of Queensberry has a 
infamous reputation even to this day, 
but Mr. Street cannot take this verdict 
of him tunquestioned. 

Old Q's excessive reputation (he say+) 
came merely from his continuing thee 
manners (the manners which led him to 
enact in his drawing-room the celebrated 
representation of the Judgement of Paris) 
into a generation which saw no other 
exemplars of them. 

Q.," like the man 


No doubt “ Old 
The Three Little Maids" “led 9 
fearfal life” In bia old. age he sat 
upon his balcony at No. 138 and kept 
‘a footman in readiness to follow up 
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any fair auknown who caught hi 
in the street and discover who she was. 
But if we may believe Mr. Street, “ Old 
Q.” was too much like that other 
©wickedest man in London” of Mr. 
Pinero’s invention, The Gay Lord Quer, 
to be altogether repulsive. His self- 
indulgence was perfectly clear-headed. 
He chose s certain line of conduct 
philosophically and derived half his 
‘amusement from sardonic laughter at 
himself ; and like the f of Charles 
II's time “he decked his immorality 
with the gems of wit instead of trying 
to cover it with the clumsy tarpaulin of 
respectability.” After all it is quite 
as difficult (and far more distinguished) 
to be a great sinner ax to be a small 
saint. 














‘After a type of such fearful fascina- 
tion as * Old Q.,” Lady 
Palmerston may seem a trifle insipid, 





though their marriage was not above 
suspicion of scandal and the husband 
“was not (as @ young man) called 
Cupid Palmersion for nothing.” But

When 
arrested, the ranner’s second had 
admitted that he received money from 
the ners to allow them to remain 
at large and as a result of the informa- 
tion he gave, witness was able to arrest 
fonr members of the gang and the 
yamién-ranner himself. 

The Court found that the description 
8 dispatch from the Ningpo authori- 
ies of the men required to be arrested 
did not tally with the appearance of 
the four robbers before the Court and 
these were, therefore, ordered to be 
expelled ft the Settlement. The 
runner and his second were ordered to 
be sent back to the Ningpo anthorities

House of Detention.—The Police re- 
port of July 6 contains particulars as 
to the origin of the recent petition by 
the ocenpants of this building. ‘This 
report is calenlated to correct a mistaken 
impression which has arisen as to the 
attitude of civil snit defendants towards 
the qnestion of Police inspection, and is 
ordered for inclusion in the minutes. 
ROUSE OF DETEXTIOS. 

With reference to the published peti- 
tion by the civil prisoners in the Mixed 
Court to Magistrate Pao, directed 
against the Police visiting the cells, 
inquiries amongst the prisoners have 
elicited the following information :— 

The men were informed that, on and 
after Jnly 1, two Sikh policemen would 
be always on duty in the Honse of 
Detention, which wonld be placed nnder 
the same rales and reyulations as the 
Ward Road Gaol. They were then 
invited to place their names on a petition 
which was bronght round. They in- 
formed the Sab-Inspector that they did 
not abject to the Police making ingui- 
ries in the cells, as they were aware that 
the Police always did their best to see 
that they were not unjastly treated or 
illegally detained. This was the view

Departmental Report ‘of the 
Superintendent of Parks and 
Open Spaces to the Municipal 
Engineer for June. 

The wet weather which prevailed 
throughout the month whilst inevitably 
causing & general suspension of the 
xreater part of outside work has im- 
parted to shrubs, trees and turf, the 
stimulus they required to ensure their 
success during the warm weather. 
Moreover the periodical heavy rains 
have cleared the trees of the majority 
‘of insect pests for which they were 
suffering during May to an exceptional 
extent. Work generally consisted of 
the general routine of maintenance, 
mowing, rolling, ete. 

‘The bedding out of tropical flowering 
plants is completed. 

Public Gardens.—With the excep- 
tion of the tar macadam which is 
delayed by the rain, the laying out of 
the section near the Garden Bridge is 
completed. The arrangement neces- 
sitated « somewhat large expense of tar 
macadam which is brokea up by two 
beds planted with palms. 

Reserve Garden.—A commencement 
has been made to the sloping of the 
banks adjoining the Bridge and the 

él completed.

Hongkew Recreation Ground—The 
raising of the north-west section is 
completed.

Privet.—Since the issue of Municipal 
Notification No. 1915s considerable 
number of coolies have been employed 
removing the privet flowers especially 
‘on premises adjoining public thorough 
fares. 

There appears to be considerable 
amount of misapprehension regarding 
privet. ‘Theré are only two species 

Ligustrom sinensis, a 

small semi-evergreen shrub flowering 
ning of June, and 

Ligastrum lucidinm commonly called 
“Laurel” an evergreen shrub with 
lucid leaves, very largely planted 
1s hedges snd screens, flowering about 
the beginning of July. lt is only 
whilst in flower that they cause catarch. 

Trees on Rowls.—All the trees bi 
been examined to ascertain that 
fastenings and supports are secure the 
majority of them have beeo refastened.

1.—The first instalment of opium- 
houses drawn to be closed within 
Settlement limite have been shut up. 
‘The proprietors have quietly uccepted 
the situution and are turning to other 
means of livelihood in which it is to be 
follow them, There 
one questiva which 
ill repay inquiry and that is to what 
extent the private smoking of opium 
increases as the public and licensed 
houses are shut up. 

2.—Keference has already been made 
in the Municipal Garette to the incep- 
tion of a form of crime new to Shanghai, 
viz., vitriol throwing. Mention of the 
ocenrrence is only made on this occasion 
in order to direct the attention of the 
public to the fact thab methods of 
modera crime may be expected to 
spread throughout the Far East, and 
in order to draw attention to the fact 
that it safety 
of the public to place in the hands of 
the Police special powers to deal with 
such crimes. 

3.—During the month of Jane 
several cases of a somewhat serious 
nature concerning the Indian com- 
munity have appeared, 

In one case # European was openly 
charged with murder by un Indian, 
and obtained uo redress, and in other 
‘cases, crimes of robbery and assault were 
considered to be met by the infliction 
of suall fines. The deterrent effect of 
such penalties to Indians as small 
fines are from the Police point of view 
of little value. Such fines are at once 
subscribed by the offender's friends and 
assucintes and the man hiniself ix im- 
mediately free to continue n course of 
dissolute living varied by actual crime.
